JUDGE AGNEW ON THE POLITICAL 


SITUATION. 


To the Editor of Out Press: 


Sin:—On returning this week from 


Ohio I found your letter of the 10th inst., 
inviting a "free and candid expression" 
of my views, as a Republican, "on the 
situation of the State at large" and "the 
condition of the party" in my locality. 


I am, as you know, a Republican in the 


essential principles of the party, yet not 
a mere partisan ; and certainly as far as 
the poles asunder from the expectation of 
preferment or office. 
What I have to 


say, therefore, will be as impartial as it is 
free and candid. 


I have seen the rise of two great par- 


ties, the 
Whig and the Republican. 


Each was founded in the essential princi- 
ples of good government. 
The Whig 


arose from the course of the administra- 
tion of President Jackson, causing the 
downfall of a true American policy, em- 
bracing internal improvements of national 
importance, the protection of American 
industry, the proper disposition of the pub- 
lic lands, and a system of federal currency 
in opposition to that of state banks; and 
also in the claim of the President to con- 
trol the purse of the nation as well as to 
hold its sword, and to interpret the Con- 
stitution of the United States for himself 
in disregard of the decision of the Su- 
preme Federal Judiciary. The opponents 
of these invasions of popular rights, per- 
ceiving their resemblance to the Tory 
claim of royal prerogatives in England 
and in the colonies, took the name of 
"Whig" to denote their patriotic remon- 
strance against autocratic aggression. 


The death knell of the Whig party, by 


division North and South, rang out in the 
acts of Congress in 1854, which wrested 
a territory devoted to freedom, and pros- 
tituted it to the curse of slavery. 


The Republican party, the lineal de- 


scendant of the Northern half of the Whig 
party, took its rise in the defense of the 
principles of American liberty, invaded 
by the Dred Scott decision, and the re- 
peal of the Missouri compromise,carrying 
slavery into free territory; and in the 
persistent efforts of the slave states, by 
free trade, to reduce the price of Ameri- 
can fabrics to those of England and the 
continent, in order to increase the pur- 
chasing power of cotton. 


These parties, the Whig and Repub- 


lican, were the true representatives, by 
inheritance,of the principles derived from 
Puritan and Huguenot ancestors, pro- 
nounced in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and in the bills of rights of the 
states, asserting the liberties of the people 
drawn from Magna Chartaand true Anglo 
Saxon justice. 


The Republican party thus founded, 


borne down for awhile by mere machinery, 
is, by the reaction of J882, again rising 
to its original stand of fundamental prin- 
ciples; and, therefore, will be successful 
in the future, as it has been in the past, 
if the methods of recent years be not 
revived, and if the reform of 1882 shall 
be continued in the free spirit of popular 
liberty in nominations and elections. 


In 1882, the RepubMcans divided he- 


cause of the prevalence of a machinery 
Wllicll diai'o«ardcd tho true vuiuu Of tllC 
people. 
But, with the reform in popular 


representation, it has again become solid, 
for Republicans are solid in fundamentals, 
and ail they desire is to know that tlioir 
principles are supported by their oun 
chosen and faithful agents. 
No great 


party can exist in this enlightened coun- 
try which is not founded in right, justice, 
liberty and the welfare of the people. 
This is an essential, for, though parties 
may differ upon measures, our people 
have the sense and the conscience to 
know that any other foundation is con- 
trary to their own interests and the law 
of true government. But when mnciiiner 
usurps popular power and holds our desti- 
ny in its hand, corruption is inevitable 
and the heart rot begins. 
There can be 


no dependence in its agents. 


The return of Republicans to the true 


principles on which the party rests gives 
assurance of victory now and in 1884 
while this is strengthened by the funda- 
mental error of its opponents in the per- 
sistent attempt of one branch of the State 
government, and that the inferior 
ii: 


legislation, to coerce the legislative brand: 
against its conscience and sense of right. 


In my own locality I am glad to believe 


that there is no serious division among 
Republicans, and that with an honest ad- 
ministration of the party organism, success 
will follow.

of animals or herds which have been 
taken from fair to fair, by special train, 
merely for the purpose of capturing the 
big premiums, and at the end of the tri- 
umphal march the gains have footed up 
to thousands of dollars. 
We know that 


the rank and file, those who bear the heat 
and burden of the day, in tho field and 
stable, and who have spent much care and 
labor, and to them much momey, to bring 
an animal to the show, have been morti- 
fied to see it passed over with contempt- 
uous neglect, and while special paid men 
have been engaged to judge the fancy 
stock, any volunteer or friend of the offi- 
cial has been picked up at random to 
judge (') the native or common stock.

These fairs are for the encouragement 


of agriculture. 
Many of them have spe-

their hard working native cattle, which 
produce the milk, cheese and butter of 
the country, and every day business of the 
farm and dairy, and this is what wants to 
he improved. It is not the millionaire 
fanner, the costly barns and stables, and 
the hundrcd-thousand-dollar herd that 
needs it, and it is a serious question how 
much agriculture is improved by these. 
Farmers have visited such farms as these 
and have gone away feeling sad—sad that 
they could learn nothing from all this 
costly expenditure, nor get a useful hint 
from it at all how to improve their own 
circumstances. 
It is all far beyond their

place the whites of two eggs in a tum 
bler, and mark with the thumb the 
amount; pour this into a dish, and add 
the same measure of cold water, and 
scant tablespoonful of vanilla. Stir these 
well together, and have ready about two 
pounds of the sugar; add this slowly, 
stirring all well together with a silver 
spoon. It sometimes takes a little more 
or less sti'ar, according to the size of the
